| An Account of an A arition in FL Caſtle of 
Edinburgh, in the Lear 467 or 1652, 
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Mr. Thomas Lundy, a godly Miniſter 
at Natter in the North, his Siſter, 
a Lady in that Country, who died 
ammo 1693, gave the following Ac- 
count to a godly Gentleman. 


HIS that followeth is written word 
for word, without either adding or 
pareing, out of a book, OT. 
A brief refutation of the errors 
of toleration, eraſtianiſin, inde- 
pendency, and ſeparation, deliver- 
ed i in ſome ſermons from 1 047 iv. 1. preached 
in the year 1652, by the reverend Mr. ames 
Fergaſſn late miniſter of the goſpel at Kili. 
ning. 

In his ſecond uſe, of his refuting toleration, he 
ſaith, Hence ſee what an account thoſe magiſtrates 
have: to make, who make no ule of their power 
this way for God, if they get their own 3 
built, cares not for his: If rebellion againſt them- 
ſelves be curbed, cares not for the curbing of re- 
' bellion againſt God. 

This was the fin of the parliament of England, 
though they entred into a Covenant with the Moſt

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High God, that they would ſuppreſs error and 
| hereſy, they never employed their power that 
way; and that becauſe they durſt not for anger- 
ing of their army, and therefore God hath ſuffe- 
red their army to overturn them, and ſet them- 
ſelves, and whom they pleaſe, in their place: And 
now they, by their practice, give toleration to 
all, and this is the way to ſtrengthen them. I 
ſay, in the name of the Lord, if they repent not, 
it ſhall be the way to ruin them, a people ſwear- 
ing in their low condition to root out hereſy, Qs. 
and God bleſſing them from that day; and 
within a few years carrying themſelves as if they 
had ſworn to do the contrary, to ſuffer all, en- 
courage all, in ſpite of all the devils in hell, to 
vent what blaſphemies they pleaſe, and for their 
encouragement, to give them ſurety, that no 
power in Britain ſhall hinder them. Was there 
ever ſuch an affront done to God? Think ye, 
that he will fit with it? No, if he ſhould make 
the one half avengers of a broken covenant, a- 
gainſt the other, he will not. It is noted of Aſa, 
2 Chron. xiv. 5. God's way, to keep magiſtrates 
ſure, and their kingdom quiet, is to be zealous 
againſt falſe worſhip: No, but (ſay they) the 
way is not to anger hereticks, they are the ſureſt 

illars of our common- wealth, but wo to, and 
will be to that common- wealth, that is builded on 
ſuch pillars. And if Scotland, or any party in 
it join with them on theſe terms, our wo is but 
coming. He is a jealous God chicſRy in the mat- 
ter of his {ervice, as is clear from the ſecond com-

ſickneſs, and ſeeming to recover again, which

comforted them; but one morning ſtaying longer 
in his chamber than ordinary, his ſiſter, the fore- 
ſaid lady, knocking at his chamber door, who 
opening it, ſhe found him more than ordinary 
weighted, ſhe ask'd him the reaſon, ſeeing he 
was now better; whereupon, ſmiling, he ſaid, 
fiſter, within few hours I will be taken from you, 
But alas! for the days I have feen upon Scotland,

Mr. Rutherford, whole letters now publiſhed can 
witneſs, what ſolemn days of the Spirit, and ſen- 
ſible outlettings thereof, he oft had in his expe- 
rience, 'Tho? books can tell but little what he 
really felt and enjoyed.

We al- 
ſo faid, thy word was found, and I did eat it, 
and it was to me the joy and rejoicing of my 
heart. And a little before his death, after ſome 
fainting, he faith, Now I feel, I believe, J en- 
joy, IT rejoice. And turning about to Mr. lain, 
then preſent, he ſaid, I feed on manna, I have

know that he ſhall ſtand at the latter day on the 
earth, and I ſhall be caught up in the clouds, to 
meet him in the air; and afterwards hath theſe 
words, I fle in Chriſt, and when I awake, I 
ſpall be ſatised with his likeneſs. O for arms 
ro embrace him. And to one ſpeaking anent his 
painfulne's in the miniſtry, he cried out, I diſ- 
claim all, the port I would be in at, is redemp- 
tion and forgiveneſs of ſin through his blood. 
And thus full of the Spirit, yea, as 1t were over- 
come with ſenſible enjoyment, he breathes out 
his foul ; his laſt words being, Glory dwells in 
Tmmanuel's land, |

H1s proper name was Zohn Monro, becauſe 
of his employment he was a tinker, and ſuch are 
commonly called cards in the ſhire of Murray 
and Roſs, therefore he goes under that name of 
Far ard, and is ſtill known by that name. I 

ad theſe following paſſage concerning him from 
Donald Monro and Mr. Thomas Hog, miniſter 


of Kiltearn, in the ſhire of Roß, whoſe. pari- 


ſhioner wa on Card, who alſo was converted 
by Mr. Hog's miniſtry. Being gepoled, at leaſt 
ſuſpended Nom the exerciſe. of his miniftry b 
his own presbytery, for his diſſatisfaction wit 
the publick reſolution the year — the presbytery 


thereafter appointed Mr. Hog to remove out of 


their bounds. Mr. Hog after meeting with 70/112 
Card, gave him an account of this, and defired 
him to go home, and try if the Lord ſhould 
make known his mind to him, whether he ſhould 
BY eaſt the country or weſt the ag fince he 

imſelF was undetermined, which of them he 
mould do; Yohn Card returned the next day, 
Mr. Hog asked him, If he had done what he had 
bidden him? Zoþn Card replied, Yes. Mr. Hog 
ſaid, Well then, hall I go eaſt or weſt ?- 7oh7 
Card anſwered, You ſhall neither go eaſt nor 
weſt ; but quoth Mr. Hog, Whither then ſhall

He added, I was never in yonder place called 
Murray. Bat, ſaid he, (having a ſtaff in his hand, 
and pointing towards. the place whither Mr. Hog 
went after) yonder is the place to which you are 
to go.

Mrs. Hog wrote an 
account of this to her husband, which he impart- 
ed to ohn Card, and defired him to ſpend ſome 


time in prayer anent it, Mr. Hag after meeting 


as they uſed to do on-ſuch occafions, where Mr. 
Hog having asked, If' he had done what he de- 
fired him, 7h Card taking up a blade of graſs, 
anſwered, There is not that in it, Mr. Hog after- 
ward underſtood, That this pretence of the cap- 
tains was but a mere trick to get money from his 
wife; yet the captain gained nothing by it.

How ſo, 
faid Donald Monro? Fohn Card ſaid this is 
the laſt ſtroke that the prelates will give in Nor- 


land. Donald Monro ſaid, How can that be? 


fince the lords are to fit at Aberdeen the next 
week? 7ohn Card ſaid, The lords ſhall never fit 


at Aberdeen. E're that very week was ended, 
"news came to Elgin that the king was dead; and 


thus the unhallowed courts of the lords was blown 


up. Donald Monro was forty or fifty years ac- 


quaintance of Fohn Cards. When Donald 
would have asked ohn Card his thoughts of the 
times, he would ſometimes reply, That if he 
would tell his thoughts of the times, people 


|| would ſtone him. Donald Monro, with feveral 


others in priſon in Forreſs, before the revoluti- 


— 
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on, one night he ſleep'd none at all, but toſſed 


and tumbled in his bed all the night over; ſome 
who bad been awake in the mean time, and had 
remarked it, asked him afterwards How he had 
been imployed that night? He anſwered, That 
God had ſhewed him that popery ſhould over- 
run Scortand ; that Scotland ſhould be ſocked in 
blood; and that after all that, a ſmall remnant 
ſhould carry the day; and that after, the goſpel 
ſhould be e, with greater power in Kor- 
land than ever before, but none there ſhould live

John lord Kirkcudbright. 


My noble Lord, February 20. 1649. 
1 have received yours, and do acknowledge m. 

obligations to your Lordſhip to be 1 
I longed much to hear what deciſion followed on 
that debate concerning Patronages. Upon. the 
moſt exact trial, they will be found a great 
plague to the kirk, and an obſtacle to the propa- 

ation of rel1:1on : I have reaſon to hope, That 
lach a wiſe and well conſtituted parliament will be 
loth to lay that yoke upon the churches, ſo little 
advantagious to any man, and prejudicial to the 
work of God, as hath been many times repreſented 
yea, no queſtion, but the moſt part of the members 
of parliament, and the whole kingdom have ſuf- 
fered under it. Men may conceive (peradven- 
ture) that it is an amplifying of the miniſters 
privileges, but all the profit ſhall not redound to 
the miniſtry, but to the ſeveral flocks. Certain- 
ly the removing of it were the ſtopping of the 
way to ſtmony, except we will t eee that 
whole presbyteries will be bribed for patronages. 
I can ſay no more, but what Chriſt ſaid to the 
phariſees, It was not ſo from the beginning, the 
pure primitive church knew nothing of it. 

But as for their pernicious diſpoſitions to a 
rupture among ſectaries, I can ſay nothing to 
them, only this I conclude, their judgment ſleeps 
not: Shall they eſcape ? Shall they break the 

| covenant, 
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covenant, and be delivered? Sveing they have 
deſpiſed the oath, by breaking the covenant 
(ben lo, they have given the hand) and have 
done all theſe things, they ſhall not eſcape, 
Ezek. xvii. 16. 18, 19. Which I dare apply 
to England (I hope) without wreſting ſcripture, - 
and therefcre, thus ſaith the Lord Gd as I 
live, ſurely mine oath that he hath deſpiſed, 
and my covenant that he hath broken, even it 
201 I recompence on his own head. And I will 
ſpread my net upon him, and he ſhall be taken 
in my ſnare. This covenant was made with 
Nebuchadnezzay, and the matter was civil, but 
the tie religious, wherefore the Lord owns it as 
his covenant, becauſe God's name was invocated 
and interponed in it, and he calls England to be 
witneſs. England's covenant was not made with 
Scotland only, but with the high and mighty 
God, principally for reformation of his houſe; 
and it was conceived in the moſt ſolemn manner 
that ever I read of; {o that ye may call it God's 
covenant, both formally and materially, and the 
Lord did ſecond the making thereof with more 
than ordinary ſucceſs to that nation. Now it is 
manifeſtly deſpiſed and broken 1n the fight of all 
nations; therefore it remains, that the Lord 
ſhould avenge the quarrel of his covenant. Zyg- 
land has had to do with the Srors, French, 
Danes, Picts, Normans, and Romans, but the 

had never ſuch a party to deal with, as the Lord 
of armies. pleading for the violation of his co- 


venant. They have taſted ſome covenant bleſ⸗ 


ſings, they are to receive ſome covenant curſes 
upon their parliaments, armies, navies, cities, 
caſtles and fair palaces. Eugliſamen ſhall be 

„ made 
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made ſpeQacles to all nations for a broken cove- 
nant, when the living God ſwears, {5 I live, 
even the covenant that be hath deſpiſed, and 
the oath that he hath broken, will I recompence 
upon his own head. There is no Place left for 
doubting, hath the Lord ſaid it? Hath he ſworn 
it? And will he he not do it? His aſſertion is 
a ground for faith, his oath a ground of full aſ- 
ſurance of faith. If all Exgland were as one 
man united in judgment and affection, and if 
it had a wall round about it, reaching to the 
fun, and 1f 1t had as many armies as it has men, 
and if every ſoldier had the ſtrength of Goliath, 
and if their navies could cover the ocean, and if 
there were none to peep out, or move the tongue 
againſt them, yet 1 dare not doubt of their * 
ſtruction, when the Lord hath ſworn by his life 
he will avenge the breach of covenant.— W hen, 
and by whom, and in what manner he will do 
it, I do profeſs ignorance, and leave it to his glo- 
rious Majeſty his own latitude, and will commit 
it to him, and look up and laugh at their new 
models of a platonick republick, they reſolved 
no king; but the day is coming, when a king 
will count it great happineſs to be from them a 
their miſery; and our K ing and his houſe is not 
more deſpicable in their eyes, nor they ſhall be 
in the eyes of all rulers. Who knows but Hug- 
land, who now ſay, We will have no. king, ſhalF 
be ſupplicating for ſhelter under the wings of 
ſome prince, and {hall be diſdained. There is 
much more than all this included in their judg- 
ment. |

MacClelland, Miniſter at Kirkcudbright, af- 
ter he wrote his letter to the Lord Kirkcud- 
bright, dated February 20. 1649. 


He ſaid, the judgments of England ſhould be 


fo great, that a man ſhould ride fifty miles 


through the beſt pleniſhed parts of England be- 


fore they heard a cock crow, or a dog bark, or 


ſee a man's face; alſo, he f-rther aflerted, that if 


he had the beſt land in all England, he would 
make ſale of it for two ſhillings the acre, and 
think he had come to a good market. 


John MacClelland, 
upon himſelf, a little before his death.
